“In 
the whole of this crisis,” it says, “in 
the refusal of dissolution to the 
leader of one party and the grant- 
ing of it to the leader of the other, | 
the governor-general of the domin- 
ion appears to have acted, as he was 
right in acting, solely on his person- 
al judgment and on the advice of his 
constitutional advisers. It is a fact 
that he did not consult the imperial

government, and that they have 
made no attempt whatever to inter- 
fere with or influence his action. 
Any such attempt would, of course, 
have constituted a highly improper 
enroachment on his functions as the 
constitutional representative of a 
constitutional monarchy.” 
Defends Byng's Action 
As to the party conflict in Canada 
itself over this question, the Times 
says it is difficult for those who are 
detached, to see where Lord Byng’s 
action has deviated from the letter 
and spirit of constitutional law or 
the dictates of common sense. 


“Talk about future governor-gen- 
erals to be chosen by his majesty on 
advice of the Canadian government, 
is altogether beside the point for the 
present practice is thoroughly 
familiar to those who seek to in- 
flame passions by language of that 
kind. It is common knowledge both 
in the dominions and at home that

ELECTION MACHINERY 


Ottawa, July 3.—Of all the rumor- 
ed election dates, Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 21, stands out as the most 
probable in the gossip in and about 
the halls of parliament tonight. 

Ottawa, July 3.—The somewhat 
dramatic dissolution yesterday 
brings to an end the hectic day of a 
parliament quite unprecedented in 
Canadian political annals. Last 
October when the general elections 
occurred, the people were unable to 
make up their minds with sufficient 
unanimity to give any party a nom- 
inal, much less a working majority. 

Therein lies the fundamental 
cause of that instability which wiith- 
in a space of a week has seen one 


government go down and another 
;come up, and the second in turn 
|deprived of the confidence of the 
house. 

Has the Advantage 


Mr. Meighen, however, secures 
the advantage of dissolution, and it 
is he who is empowered to form a 
new government, to fix the date of 
the elections, probably before the 
middle of September, and to enjoy 
such advantage as comes from con- 
trol of the election machinery. The 
value of the latter would appear to 
be somewhat exaggerated. In the 
election last fall, Mr. King  con- 
trolled it, and yet in Ontario only 11 
Liberals were elected. In 1921 the 
control was vested in the Conserva- 
tive party, and in the whole country 
they elected only 50 members. Under
